[phorid flies], [fungus gnats], [vinegar (fruit) flies], [and] [stable flies].

Mode of Action
Flies land on the F7180-13 Insecticide surface, ingest the coating and start to die within 1 minute. Flies do 
not stick to F7180-13. No fumes or vapors are released.
Dead flies may be removed with suitable equipment, such as a brush or broom or by vacuuming, and 
disposed of in the trash.  If a catch vessel is placed under device to catch dead flies, they should be 
removed on a routine basis or when full.

Use Areas
F7180-13 Insecticide is to be used in and around the perimeter of indoor and outdoor animal facilities, 
agricultural buildings, commercial buildings where flies are a nuisance including commercial facilities used 
for housing, boarding, and/or rearing animals and facilities where food and feed are processed or stored 
(including meat, dairy, poultry and eggs).

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F7180-13 Insecticide has an insecticide coating only on one side. The other side has an adhesive surface 
for attachment to suitable surfaces. Both front and back surfaces are covered by protective peel-off sheets. 
Remove the protective peel-off sheet from the insecticide-treated surface only after the panel has been 
placed in the desired treatment location. Avoid touching the insecticide-treated surface.

Handle F7180-13 Insecticide panel with dry hands. Remove the F7180-13 Insecticide panel from the 
protective pouch. Handle by grasping corner tabs.  

To Adhere to Suitable Surface:
First remove protective sheet on adhesive side of F7180-13 Insecticide and apply to selected surface. 
Once panel is adhered, expose insecticide-coated surface by removing protective sheet.

To Hang:
F7180-13 Insecticide may be hung as single or double-sided flat panels, or formed into a 3-D cylinder. 

For single-sided flat panel, first insert wire or string in holes in F7180-13 Insecticide panels. Hang 
F7130-13 Insecticide panels in desired location before removing protective sheet to expose insecticide-
coated surface. Do not remove protective sheet to expose adhesive surface. 

For double-sided flat panel, remove the protective sheet on adhesive surfaces of two panels and join 
together back-to-back. Hang in desired location, then remove protective sheet to expose insecticide-
coated surface on both panels. 

For 3-D cylinder, form a F7180-13 Insecticide panel into a cylinder with the insecticide-coated surface 
facing out. Fasten edges together. Hang in desired location, then remove protective sheet to expose 
insecticide-coated surface. If fasteners such a staples or paperclips are used, discard in the trash after 
use, do not reuse them for any other purpose.

For Placement
F7180-13 Insecticide may be hung with string or wire or attached to suitable surfaces using the built-in 
adhesive coating. 

Place F7180-13 Insecticide where flies are observed to feed, breed, rest or congregate (such as ceilings, 
rafters, trusses, and near wet animal feed), where adult files are seen to emerge, and where flies can enter 
treatment area, such as doors and windows.
